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EDITORIAL 


“Of Deadline, Dilemma and Delay” 


This issue comes to you late, for which my sincere apologies. 
I'm still learning to be an editor but hope that, by this time next 
year, such learning will be of gaining depth rather than of basics. 
| personally am one of those people who are regulated by time 
and lists; but by so being, | eventually get the things done. | like 
things done as completely and as efficiently as possible (although 
| know you will find errors in the SCJ of this quarter), and within 
set deadlines. 


As such, | am completely frustrated by not being able to abide 
by my own rules. | had hoped to have this issue in the mails by 
the end of March but, obviously, did not achieve that goal. | did 
not begin to get a grip on the whole idea of making a packet of 
items in to a whole entity until the last few days of February. 
Then time slipped away (aided by business trips to Dallas and San 
Francisco) and it was the proverbial ‘later than you think’. Any- 
way, | hope the next issue will be mailed on time, and hopefully 
in the last days of June. 


With this in mind, | want to set a manuscript submission dead- 
line of 7 June for the next issue; squibs can be accomodated to 
some days later. Many of us will have hectic June schedules (| 
may go to Long Beach for the early June show) with, especially, 
the choice of San Antonio or Memphis in midmonth, so planning 
is needed now. For those of you who write regular articles for the 
journal you might consider submitting earlier than usual. For 
those of you who are thinking of writing an article — do it; but 
do it now! Advertising could be sent in earlier if permissible of 
your projected programs. 


One valid reason for the delay in mailing is visible to you as 
you read this: Typesetting, with columnar format. Curt Radford 
checked with the printer about having our magazine typeset early 
in February. However cost seemed prohibitive. 


Then, in early March, the printer returned to Curt with the 
idea that, without justifying line endings so that everything would 
be symmetrical (computerized set-up, quite expensive typesetting 
would be feasible for only a small financial difference each quar- 
ter). 


Cost savings are achieved by tighter control of usable printing 
space — tighter margins for one thing — and therefore less paper 
stock usage. However, we'll still get (hopefully, if | can produce 
it) in excess of forty pages per issue. 


This takes time though. | collate everything at hand, mail it 
to Curt, who takes it to the printer. Printer prints it, Curt reviews: 
it, returns it to the printer for error correction (if any). Curt re- 
views it again, returns it to me, and | do the paste-up. Finished 
copy is sent to Curt, to printer and to you. Hope you like it. 


In my article ‘A Veritable Joy’ — written as an individual col- 
lector — | came out heavily on the side of currency-themed cards. 
This has disturbed quite a few people (Curt says | have tunnel 
vision, am myopic and can’t see the forest) and Curt has received 
the brunt of the displeasure. However, my position as an indivi- 
dual collector — NOT as editor — has not changed. 


But: Now | wear two hats and, while it may seem contradic- 
tory, | think | can keep a perspective relative to producing a 
magazine for all of us, whatever our preference. | hope this, my 
first issue, is reasonably balanced in content and that, as editor, 
I’m not pushing one facet and opposing another. 


In the past three months I’ve read more about non-currency 
themes than | knew existed; you have helped by comment in your 
letters. Keep the letters and clips flowing — even if | don’t use 
them (possibly they may not be completely relevant to an issue) 
they are interesting, they tell me you are interested, and they may 
tell me gems of information that | might not otherwise acquire. 
However, one postcard received by Curt (I have not personally 
seen it) tells a long story. 


The card, received unsigned, and composed of a few sentences, 
complained of my writing style. | can’t change my style (don’t 
know that | want to) and good, bad or indifferent, it is my style. 
You the writer of the card can change your style though, and 
counterbalance me: Write for the Journal on anything relevant 
that pleases or displeases you — and sign it. We do not have to 
know that you were the writer of the card, but we would like to 
know that you are the author of a printable article. In the main, 
I’d be happy to be deluged with articles. Can’t put words togeth- 
er? Can't spell? Why let little things bother you — we'll cover. 


Many articles in the future will not have a credit line to them. 
Unless they are by someone requesting anonymity (which can 
be honored and credited as such), these uncredited articles will 
probably be by me. Read them, please, and, hopefully, enjoy 
them; but in the reading you do not need to see my name at the 
end of every paragraph. 





Apart from the address change listed in another part of this 
Journal, Jay Jackson (324; Treasurer) reports a phone number area 
code change. The Houston phone service area is growing so fast it 
has recently been split in to two area code regions; Jay may now 
be reached through (409) 560-5951. 

He has received dues from many of you but requests that, for 
the future, they be sent to Dana Marr, our secretary. However, 
for any and all correspondence to him — and to any one in the 
Society, but especially to the officers — please add your member- 
ship number. (1 think that this must be made an imperative.) 


For those of you who, as well as being members of SCCS, are 
members of ANA, the ANA election of governing-body members 
is due in a few months. You might consider two candidates who 
belong to both SCCS and ANA — Chuck O’Donnell and Mort 
Reed. 

Chuck (Life Member 1) and Mort (Regular Member 566) are 
in nomination for board seats, with Chuck running for Vice Pres- 
ident and Mort for Governor, Seat 3. 





In the midst of every other night long call at the hospital, | 
have become more and more thankful for the help in running 
the SCCS given by Robin Ellis, Dana Marr, Jay Jackson, and Ken 
Barr — amongst others. Without this help, the SCCS would have 
ceased to exist as | find that it would now be impossible for me 
to publish the Journal any longer. Robin has done a fine job on 
the Spring ‘83 issue. The fact that it is a month late is due to the 
new type-set format and due to the increased work and time this 
requires. | hope the membership will enjoy the more professional 
appearance of the SCJ. Our printer tells us that it should not 
cost more to print this way as we save on space and will use less 
paper and printing. This issue was one where Robin, myself, and 
our printer had to work the bugs out of printing the Journal with 
a new format. 

One of the big problems at present is the horrible service pro- 
vided in the delivery of our Journal to our members. We mail our 
Journal bulk rate which is the only way we can afford to. The 
USPS tells me that bulk mail should take 7-10 days to deliver. 
Yet, many members do not get their Journals for four to six 
weeks, if at all. This resulted in problems with the first SCCS 
auction as mentioned by Vern Potter in his new auction listing 
later in this issue. The only thing the USPS has recommended is 
to have “DATED MAIL” and the like printed on the cover of 


the Journal. This has been started with this issue. | hope it works. 


The USPS has essentially told me there is nothing else they can 
do about it. I’ve spoken with the manager of the Bulk Mail Cen- 
ter in Minneapolis. The trouble is not with these bulk mailing 
centers which get the Journals to the local post offices within 
days. The trouble supposedly lies with the local post men who 
can and do take their time in delivering bulk rate mail. If you 
have trouble with delivery of the SCJ contact me and your local 
post office as well. Perhaps working from both ends, we can im- 
prove delivery time. 

Another concern I’d like to share with the membership is one 
concerning the souvenir card hobby and members of the SCCS 
as well. This concern is for the problem of apathy. The BEP 
sells 20,000 or more of most of its souvenir cards. Figuring that 
most collectors only buy 2 cards each, there should be at least 
10,000 collectors of souvenir cards. Why then cannot the SCCS 
even surpass 1,000 members? Part of the problem is not enough 
exposure and publicity for the SCCS despite the efforts of Ken 
Barr. The major problem is that the average card collector is un- 
willing to spend $10 for society membership even though the two 
cards he buys from the BEP cost the same amount. It simply 
does not make any sense. They either do not care or are too 
cheap to join. Perhaps things will improve with the recovery of 
the economy. 

Apathy, however, is also rampant amongst our membership. 
We still need a Vice President and another ‘Director At Large,” 
yet, there have been no volunteers. Vern Potter starts an SCCS 
auction and only four or so members submitted cards for the 
auction. Even worse, only thirteen members bid in the auction. 
It is a service for SCCS members that earns 10% of the sales for 
the SCCS treasury. Still, very little interest so far. Robert Joyce

sent out 20 letters to Texas SCCS members asking their help run- 
ning an SCCS table at the TEXANEX-TOPEX ’83 show to be 
held in June (See details elsewhere in this issue). Only one mem- 
ber responded — with a “no.” Our columnists work very hard on 
their articles in the SCJ, yet, they rarely, if ever, get a letter from 
our members commenting on their articles. Don Hitchcox puts 
together a yearly souvenir card popularity poll which only 20 or 
so members bothered to send in. | could go on and on. Its got- 
ten to the point where the members do not even bother to take 
advantage of the free ads provided in the SCJ to all SCCS mem- 
bers. Dealer ads are decreasing despite dirt cheap ad rates and 
the free 1/3 page ads afforded them. | had hoped to make the 
SCJ the center of souvenir card sale and trade. 

My other concerns? I'd like to see more of our members using 
the SCCS numbering system. We need more members to set up 
and run SCCS tables at philatelic and numismatic exhibitions. 

We are trying to do this at TEXANEX-TOPEX ‘83, MEMPHIS 
‘83, and NAPEX ‘83. Please volunteer to help run these tables 
and attend the regional SCCS meetings at these shows. | will be 
at NAPEX ‘83. Doug Holl is arranging a meeting for SCCS mem- 
bers. We were unable to get our own table at the show. The Plate 
Printer’s Union has kindly offered to let us use one end of their 
table to lay out SCCS literature and journals. Our membership 
applications will be given out to every one who buys a NAPEX 
‘83 souvenir card. SCCS members are asked to look for us at the 
Union table for instructions on when and where our meeting 
will be held. By all means, bring your duplicate cards to swap 
and parts of your collections to show off. 

We are always in need of articles on souvenir cards for publi- 
cation. You do not have to be an “expert” to write one. All one 
needs is an interesting card in his collection he wants to let other 
members know about. Articles need no longer be ready for photo- 
copying. All we ask is that they be typed and double spaced. If 
the card you wish to illustrate is acommon one, | can photo- 
graph one from my own collection to help illustrate your article. 
References are always a good idea. 

SCCS members are requested to be more prompt on sending 
in their dues. For 1983, we have 528 paid up members. Hence, 
about 41% of the 1981 and 1982 membership did not renew. About 
half of these will renew after we go through the added expense of 
sending out final reminder notices. And, these late renewals will 
have to be sent this issue first class as they will miss the bulk mail- 
ing date for this issue. All in all, it costs the SCCS money when 
dues come in late. 

I'm sorry this column has turned out to be a gripe column in 
this issue. | was up all night on call with patients last night and 
have the same to look forward to tomorrow night and every other 
night after that for quite some time. Hence, | feel | am entitled 
to be a bit grummpy and chew everyone out a little. It just bot- 
hers me to see so few of our members involved in the society 
even in the simplest of ways. The excuse is always “’I’m not an 
expert” or “I do not have enough time.”’ All | can say is that if 
| have enough time to be involved in the SCCS, the rest of you do 
as well. Many of you are missing out on a lot of tun and educa- 
tion. 
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LEI TERS TO THE EDLROR 


Best of luck as Editor of the Souvenir Card Journal! | have an 
idea | think may be of interest to the members of the SCCS. Per- 
haps the Society can organize a Show Cancel Service for members. 
Volunteers across the country would indicate their willingness to 
show cancel Souvenir Cards for their fellow members. Here’s how 
| thought it might work. 


Members who would like one or two serviced Souvenir Cards 
would send a check for $6.00 to the Show Cancel Service. The 
Service would contact the SCCS Volunteers in the particular area 
and send them info on the number of cards needed and a check to 
cover the costs ($4.00/card at the show), as well as a batch of the- 
matically related stamps purchased from SCCS Dealer Members. 
The Volunteers would affix the stamps and have the show cancels 
applied; then they would pack the Souvenir Cards and send them 
to the Show Cancel Service (the Service would supply the volun- 
teers with the postage and packing costs). Once the cancelled 
cards are at the Show Cancel Service, they can be individually 
packaged and mailed. The $2.00 above the cost of the card would 
cover the cost of both the stamps for cancelling and the mailing 
costs. If members were willing, perhaps $.25 might go to the 
SCCS’s treasury for each card sold. 


| though we might limit the cards to 2 per member to prevent 
anyone from taking advantage of the service. We might start 
with BEP cards. Then if practical, we could add USPS, UN, and 
private cards. Perhaps we could even honor special requests (par- 
ticular stamps, cancels, days) later on too. 


| would be willing to help establish a network of volunteers if 
members are interested. Please write me if you would be willing 
to participate in any way in this service. If you have suggestions, 
| would be pleased to hear from you. It might be possible to be 
ready for the August 16th A.N.A. ‘83 Card. If anyone thinks 
that the Service would not work, I‘d like to hear from them too.

For 1983, he 
has issued a set of six cards in a limited edition for each card of 
1,000 pieces. At this time of writing — mid-Febraury — | have 
just received the first two cards in the series (the others were not 
then ready for issue when | first ordered) and another check will 
go out tomorrow to pay for the remaining units. 

The cards feature obsolete currency notes issued in past years 
by Canadian federal and provincial governments. Legally repro- 
ducible, they have been lithographed locally in Moose Jaw with 
as complete a fidelity to the original as possible. Lou told me 
that he got the idea for a set of souvenir cards after attending 
various ANA conventions for the past few years. The cards, in 
order of issue — but, as mentioned, ready for mailing — are: 

1. $50,000.00 note, Dominion of Canada issue of 1924.

THE CITY OF WASHINGTON 

SOUVENIR CARD CLASSICS 
Part II

The International Plate Printers, Die Stampers, & Engravers 
Union of North America (1PPDS & EU) held their 63rd conven- 
tion in Washington, D.C. from May 8th through the 14th of 
1955. As in past years, the Washington local of the IPPDS & 
EU, the Bank Note Engravers Guild, decided to contribute a) 
special, souvenir card for inclusion in the convention booklet. 
Consequently, the Guild produced a souvenir card introducing a 
second series of “City of Washington” vignettes. These vignettes 
or ‘stamps’ were the sequel to the earlier “City Of Washington” 
series of 1946 that was reissued in 1951 and 1954. The first set 
symbolized patriotism, government, religion, and art with vignet- 
tes of the Washington Monument, United States Capitol, Wash- 
ington Cathedral, and National Gallery of Art (This ‘classic,’ 
first series was discussed in detail in the Winter issue of The 
Souvenir Card Journal, Vol. 2, No. 4, Pages 12-16). These 
themes of patriotism, government, religion, and art were carried 
through to the second series of “City Of Washington” vignettes 
in the form of sculpture. 


Four examples of Washington, D.C. sculpture were chosen to 


THE 
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illustrate these themes. Patriotism was portrayed by the statue 
of Lincoln in the Lincoln Memorial. This “brooding” sculpture 
was designed and sculpted by Daniel Chester French. Countless 
Americans have visited this statue, making it a patriotic shrine. 
Guardianship of Our National Heritage, or government, was 
well represented by the “Eternal Vigilance’ statue located at 
the Archives Building. This imposing figure was created by 
James Earle Fraser. The enigmatic “Grief” statue by Augustus 
St. Gaudens serves as a memorial to Mrs. Henry Adams. It is lo- 
cated in Rock Creek Cemetary. Over the years, it has inspired 
such’ interpretations as ‘The Peace of God,” and “The Mystery 


yd the Hereafter.”” Consequently, it was chosen to represent 
religion. 


Again, this special souvenir card was felt to be the ideal way 
to share the Guild’s participation in the 1955 convention amongst 
its membership, The Guild limited its efforts to four sculpture 
vignettes in order to better coordinate the efforts of the various 
artists and engravers involved. As in the past, much of the work 
was done in their homes on weekends and holidays. Unlike the 
first “City Of Washington” series, the 1955 card represented a 
“venture” into bi-colored, intaglio printing. Three of the sculp- 
ture vignettes were printed with, more or less, conventional, 
two color methods. The “Lincolin’”’ vignette, however, was 
tinted from a light ruling giving it a graduated, bi-color appear- 
ance. The bi-colored vignettes were created by transferring 
eight dies in different combinations on the four printing plates 
and inking each plate with a separate color. The end result of 
this project included the creation of closer bonds amongst the 
Guild members as well as the production of a quality example 


of intaglio printing methods. The art work and engraving for 
the four vignettes is attributed to those below:

This is to present a second series of CITY OF WASHINGTON 
“stumps” as a sequel to an earlier set that was issued in 1946 and reissued 
in 1951 wad 1954. The first set fertured the Washington Monument, the 
Washington Cathedral, the United States Capitol and the National 
Gallery of Art as shrines of patriotism, government, religion and art. 


Each sct has been accemplished by the contributed effort of per- 
sonnel oi the Bureau of Engraving and Printing and by using traditional 
and time tested methods of security printing. 


This method hus, as its beginning. the hand engraved line which. 
when filled with ink aad impressed on paper, produces a raised line of 
ink. This can be utilized with varying lengths, widths and depths to pro 
duce printing of maximum stability and security. Its stability in repro- 
duction is so remarkable that the steci engraved process is required of 
all securities produced for the New York Stock Exchange. 


Four excellent examples of local sculpture by distinguished 
American Artists have been carefully chosen as subject material for this 
newly designed set. The first is the brooding statue of Lincoln by Daniel 
Chester French which hus received the homage of so many visitors to 
the Lincoln Memorial that it undoubtedly deserves a high place among 
the city’s patriotic shrines. The charming statue of Pack by Brenda 
Putnam is locnted ut the west front of the Folger Shakespeare Library 
and scems quite fitting to symbolize theutrical and literary urts. Guard- 
janship of Our National Heritage is so well expressed in the forceful 
figure by James Earle Fraser at the Archives Building, that it in turn has 
been picked as representative of government. The memorial to Mrs. 
Henry Adams is an outstanding work of Augustus St. Gaudens, Although 
popularly known as “Grief”, its enigmatic quality has inspired such in- 
terpretations as “The Peace of God” and “The Mystery of the Hereafter", 
and therefore has been chosen as suggestive of religion.

This also represents a venture into bi-colored intaglio printing 
and its attendant difficulties of achievement by the plate printing process. 
‘Three of the designs were solved by an application of more or less con- 
yentional methods but the “Lincoln” is tinted from x» light ruling The 
varied color is achieved by transferring eight dies in different combina- 
tion on the four printing plates and inking each plate with a separate 
eolor, 

Valor, too, has its many memorinis in the Washington area but 
perhaps none is more stirring than Felix De Weldon's United States 
Marine Corps War Memorial which was adapted from Joseph Roscathal’s 
fine photograph of the raising of the Flag at Iwo Jima. An embossed 
version of this heroic bronze wns therefore specially engraved te 
intriaduce this text.

Included in the 1955 convention booklet was an additional 
souvenir card printed by the Guild (F 1955Bf).* This card served 
as an introduction to the 1955 “City Of Washington”’ statues card 


(see Figure No. 1). It contains much of the information and back- 


ground on the printing of the 1955 card from which much of this 


uf od 
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article was written. In addition, there is an attractive, gold em- 
bossing of Felix De Weldon’s United States Marine Corps War 
Memorial. This heroic bronze statue was adopted from Joseph 
Rosenthal’s photograph of the raising of the flag at lwo Jima. 
The Guild selected this memorial to represent ‘‘Valor.’’ The gold 
embossing was engraved by Egesto A. Ligi and the red, white, and 
blue flag dies were engraved by Reuben K. Barrick. The cards 
measure 9x10% inches. Those that were bound into the conven- 
tion booklet were punched with rectangular binding holes along 
the left side of the card. 


During the preparation of the 1955 “City Of Washington” 
card, proofs of each of the vignettes were printed on separate 
cards (F 1955A). Some of these proofs were signed by the en- 
gravers involved. Illustrated in figure No. 2 is a 6x8 inch proof 
of the “‘Lincoln” vignette in blue. It is printed on tissue, die sunk 
into the card. It is signed by George A. Payne, the letter engraver 
for this vignette.

The 1955 IPPDS & EU convention booklet contains nine 
souvenir cards contributed by various locals of the Union. Each 
of the cards measures 9x10% inches and have rectangular bind- 
ing holes on the left border, Examples of each card are known 
to exist in unbound condition. The booklet was distributed to 
IPPDS & EU delegates upon adjournment on May 14, 1955. 
There is no information available on how many of the booklets 
were prepared. A good estimate would be from 400 to 500 
copies. The “City of Washington” 1955 card is the seventh card 
of the booklet (F 1955Bg). This attractive card contains the 
four sculpture vignettes: “Lincoln” in blue and orange, ‘’Puck”’ 
in orange and green, “Eternal Vigilance” in blue and violet, and 
“Grief” in orange and green (see Figure No. 3). The card is in- 
scribed in violet: “SOUVENIR SHEET DESIGNED ENGRAV- 
ED AND PRINTED BY MEMBERS, BUREAU OF ENGRAV- 
ING AND PRINTING AT WASHINGTON, D.C.” 


The 1955 “City Of Washington” card was so popular that its 
vignettes were used again on three souvenir cards in 1973 (F 1973 
Ag, F 1973B, & F 1973D). The 75th convention of the IPPDS 
& EU was held from May 21st through the 26th of 1973 in 
Washington, D.C., Again, the Bank Note Engravers Guild was 
called upon to contribute a special souvenir card for the conven- 
tion booklet. It was decided to use the “City Of Washington”’ 
statue vignettes in different colors for the 1973 card. Initially, 

a production proof card (F 1973D) was printed with ‘Grief’ 

in purple and brown, “Lincoln” in brown and orange, and 
“Puck” in blue and purple (see Figure No. 4). For some reason, 
the “Eternal Vigilance’ vignette was excluded from this pro- 
duction proof. The card measures 7%x11% inches and contains 
no text or inscription. Only 31 of these proofs were printed 
with 14 of them having been accounted for. The card was 

given out to those Guild members who worked on the 1973 card. 
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The 1973 IPPDS & EU convention booklet contains eleven 
souvenir cards donated by the various Union locals. It is one of 
the most attractive souvenir booklets ever assembled by the 
IPPDS & EU. Each of the cards measures 8%x11 inches. There 
were 510 sets of cards printed with 476 of them being bound into 
the convention booklets. These booklets were then distributed 
upon adjournment on May 26th, 1973. The 1973 “City Of 
Washington” statues card is the seventh card in the booklet (F 
1973Ag). It consists of the four statue vignettes: ‘Grief’ in red 
and brown, “Lincoln” in brown, yellow, and blue, “Eternal Vigi- 
lanee’’ in orange and green, and ‘‘Puck”’ in blue and red. The 
four vignettes are arranged in a different pattern than they had 
been in the past (see Figure No. 5). In the lower left hand cor- 
ner is the following, three line inscription in black: ‘DESIGN- 
ED, ENGRAVED AND PRINTED BY MEMBERS,/INTER- 
NATIONAL PLATE PRINTERS, DIE STAMPERS/ AND EN- 
GRAVERS UNION OF NORTH AMERICA.” It is not known 
why this card differed from the production proof (F 1973D) in 
color and in the use of all four statue vignettes. Examples of this 
and the other ten cards from the 1973 booklet exist in unbound 
condition (without staple holes along the left border). 

Because of the mounting public interest in the IPPDS & EU 
souvenir cards, the Union decided to make the 1973 “City Of 
Washington” statues card available to the general public. This 
card (F 1973B) has the same vignettes and colors as the card 
from the convention booklet (F 1973Ag). It differs, however, in 
that it measures 8%x10-5/8 inches and that it has seven lines of 
informative text in black. In addition, it has the following in- 
scription in black: “INTERNATIONAL PLATE PRINTERS, 
DIE STAMPERS AND ENGRAVERS UNION OF NORTH 
AMERICA.” There were 8,000 copies printed and sold to the 
public. This card was never bound in the convention booklet.

About 40 copies were cancelled on the first day of the conven- 
tion, May 21st, 1973 with a Washington, D.C. bullseye cancel. 
Progressive color proofs for this card are also known to exist 
(they have not yet been assigned SCCS numbers). A full set of 
these proofs is known to exist. It consists of six cards in various 
stages of multi-color printing, beginning with just one color fol- 
lowed by the addition of one more color with each card. There 


is a total of six cards in the set with the sixth card being the com- 


pleted, full color card (F 1973B). All the cards in the set have 
the black text and inscription. The first card has just the yellow 
from the “Lincoln” vignette. The second card has the yeliow 
plus the biue of the “Lincoln” and ‘‘Puck”’ vignettes. The brown 


of the “Lincoln” and “Grief” vignettes is added in the third card. 


The red of the “Puck’’ and “’Grief” vianettes is added in the 
fourth. The fifth card is complete except for the orange border 
of the “Eternal Vigilance” vignette. With the addition of the 
orange border, one has the sixth and completed card of the set. 
This author has two versions of the fifth card in this set. One 
measures 8'4x10-5/8 inches as does F 1973B. The other mea- 
sures 914x10-5/8 inches (See Figure No. 6). It is not known how 
many complete or partial sets of these progressive color proofs 
were printed. 


With the 1973 Union, statue cards, a long line of ’’City Of 
Washinaton” souvenir cards had come to an end. The “City Of 
Washington” theme began back in 1946. The initial ““City Of 
Washington” or “Washington Scenes” series spanned twenty 
three years from 1946 to 1969 including a total of at least nine 





different proofs and cards. The sequel “City Of Washington,” 
statue cards spanned eighteen years from 1955 to 1973 includ- 
ing a total of at least ten proofs and souvenir cards. Both series 
of the “City Of Washington” cards may be considered as souvenir 
card “classics.” Again, they are “classics” for reasons other than’ 
their scarcity and value. Their “classic” status is ultimately based 
on the popularity of their designs. The popularity of these two 
series resulted in the use of their vignettes on at least nineteen 
proofs and souvenir cards over a twenty seven year span. Indeed, 
this author would not be surprised if this popularity will resuit in 
the issuance of additional “City Of Washington” cards in the 
future. Both series of “City of Washington” cards served as out- 
standing examples of souvenir, intaglio art. As such, they were 
the models upon which all subsequent, modern-day souvenir cards 
were based. The “’City Of Washingon” cards have proven them- 
selves to be souvenir card “classics.”’ There can be no question 
that they rank amongst the “classics” of philately and numis- 
matics.

The average collector is still in the dark about what many cards 
look like and what is available (1 read all the lists but do not ne- 
cessarily get a ‘feel’ for the item being offered unless there is an 
accompanying illustration). This pertains to all types of collector 
— philatelic, fore-runner, numismatic, etc; one day there may be 
a master catalogue, as with Scott for stamps, but that day is light 
years away, | think. 


Authors: With the advent of typesetting, we need new rules 
for article submissions. This is because columnar formatting 
changes the magazine layout completely, especially with regard 
to illustrations. Please use the following guide as a basis to follow 
when submitting articles. 

Double space the informational text. Footnotes to be a sepa- 
rate section; following the text, not within the text. Illustrations — 
to have subscript descriptive line if desired or appropriate. Illus- — 
trations may precede or follow the article so there can no longer | 
be a tag line such as ‘See picture, left’, etc. Editor and printer | 
will determine best illustration location for each article, so com- 
ment will call for ‘See Figure 1’, or the like. 


THE WASHINGTON SCENE

New Union Card 

In a move sure to delight collectors of articles produced by 
master craftsmen using the intaglio method of printing, the Wash- 
ington, D.C. local of the International Plate Printers, Die Stam- 
pers, and Engravers Union (IPPDS&EU) will produce a six-color 
souvenir card for NAPEX 1983, a three-day philatelic exhibition 
to be held June 10-12 in the capitol area. The card will depict 
the three Medals of Honor awarded by the separate branches of 
the service. The medals themselves will appear in two - or three- 
color illustrations, and the text of the card will be printed in off- 
set. 

In addition, the Postal Service has announced the issuance of 
a commemorative stamp for the Medal of Honor. As of mid- 
March, the specific issue date for the stamp had not been deter- 
mined, although the stamp is scheduled to be released in May 
or June in Washington, D.C. It is possible that the commemor- 
ative will be issued in conjunction with the NAPEX show. 

The Medal of Honor card is expected to be available at the 
show, and by mail from the show organizers. Ordering details 
and price have not yet been announced. Readers can find addi- 
tional information on the card in the philatelic press during the 
late May - early June period. 

The plate Printers had hoped to produce a second card fea- 
turing a mockup of the Philatelic Truck souvenir distributed by 
the USPOD during 1939-1941, complete with plate numbers and 
an example of the original, rejected design. Technical problems 
appear to have forced the cancellation, or at least the postpone- 
ment, of this project. The Union hopes to offer a different sou- 
venir item for those who attend the exhibition. 

Although sufficient space is not available for the SCCS to 
have a society table at the NAPEX show, it is hoped that we will 
be able to reserve a meeting room for several hours on either Sat- 
urday or Sunday. There will be time during the meeting for swap- 
Ping and perhaps a presentation or two by members on a special- 
ized aspect of their collections. It is not yet possible to announce 
a specific time for the meeting, which will be held at the Twin 
Bridges Marriott in Arlington, Virginia, the site of the exhibi- 
tion. Visitors to the NAPEX show will be able to find out the 
time and location of the meeting from one of the show’s organi- 
zing officials, or from one of the representatives at the Plate 
Printers Union table. We look forward to a large turnout of 
Washington-area members. 


Postal Service Cards 

In a modification of recent policy which since 1976 had lim- 
ited its souvenir card releases to significant foreign philatelic ex- 
hibitions (and the 1981 and 1982 releases for National Stamp 
Collecting Month), the Postal Service has issued two cards with 
domestic First Days. The cards nonetheless feature international 
themes — one was issued on March 24 in conjunction with a 
philatelic commemoration of the establishment of treaty rela- 
tions with Sweden, and another was released on May 5 to note 
German immigration to the U.S. These cards depict U.S. and 
foreign stamps with similar designs (known philatelically as 
““oint issues’’), which have become increasingly popular in re- 
cent years. The new USPS cards may be part of an attempt to 
integrate the collecting of ‘souvenir cards into the mainstream 
of American philately. We will explore this topic further in our 
next column. 


ANA (Ms. Kim Skukalek, Post Office Box 2366, Colorado 
Springs, CO 80901-2366) states that they still have some 1979 
(St. Louis), 1980 (Cincinnati) and 1981 (Colorado Springs and 
Boston) cards yet available.

Illustrated above is a U.S.P.S. BRASILIANA 79 card which 
was printed without the blue and black intaglio impressions. 
The blue intaglio plate normally registers on the upper and 
lower vignettes the words: ‘Orville and / Wilbur Wright / Avia- 
tion Pioneers” and ‘’U.S. Airmail 31c.”’ This plate did not re- 
gister and neither did the black intaglio plate. The illustration 
at top right shows how both intaglio plates would appear if print- 
ed by themselves. The error is decidedly more striking when seen 
in color, on the actual card itself. 


An inquiry to the B.E.P. for their opinion on what probably 
transpired follows: 


“The BRASILIANA 79 souvenir card was produced as an 
80,500 run order by a combination of the 5-color offset and 
the 2-color intaglio printing processes. The $0.20 Alberto 
Santos Dumont postage stamp (Brazilian issue of 1973) was 
reproduced on this card in offset green and brown. The pair 
of $.30 Wright Brothers commemorative airmail stamps (U.S. 
issue of 1978) was reproduced in offset yellow, red, brown, 
blue, and black. The text of the card was printed in offset 
black. These souvenir cards were printed on 6-subject sheets 
of white bristol. With the particular rotary multicolor inta- 
glio printing press employed, the passage of either no sheet 
or more than one sheet at once automatically halts the prin- 
ting process. When the press is “‘tripped”’ in this fashion, the 
last sheet is not printed and is normally removed by the op- 
orator. The BRASILIANA 79 Souvenir card submitted bears 
no intaglio impression at all and, therefore, appears to have 
been cut from a 6-subject sheet which passed unprinted 
through the press during automatic shutdown”.

We are off and running! — well maybe walking would be a bet- 
ter description. The response to our first auction both in terms of 
additional consigners and the number of bidders was less enthusi- 
astic than expected. This may, to a large extent, be due to the 
outstanding effort of the USPS to scuttle our best laid plans for 
timely distribtion of the Journal. The writer had occasion to talk 
to Curt Radford the day following receipt of the Journal on Feb- 
ruary 18th. Curt stated that he had already been contacted by a 
number of members who had just received their Journals request- 
ing a delay in the closing date. It was agreed to hold the auction 
open until March 7th in an effort to accommodate those mem- 
bers who had received their Journals at this very late date. There 
was, however, no economical way to notify the membership-at- 
large of the extension. Those who called Curt or wrote to the 
Auction Manager were made aware of the change in the date; the 
vast majority of members, however, were not. 


The publishing and mailing of the Journal was completed on 
a schedule compatible with the published closing date of the 
auction. The unforseen factor of the Post Office taking from 
four to six weeks to deliver the Journals was the origin of the de- 
lay. Curt and our new Editor, Robin Ellis, are working to over- 
come this problem and to avoid recurrence in the future. In addi- 
tion, the telephone number as well as the address of the Auction 
Manager have been included in the Terms of the Sale. If history 
should ever repeat itself, and it is necessary to extend the closing 
date because of late delivery of the Journals, members wishing to 
Participate in the auction can call to determine the new date or, 
in the case of very late deliveries, to place last minute bids by 
telephone. 


The Winter ‘82 auction saw a total of thirteen members submit 
bids; far short of the number anticipated. It had been projected 
that at least 40 bidders (about 5% of the membership would par- 
ticipate this first time out. Similarly, only four additional con- 
signers submitted lots for the Spring ‘83 auction. Fortunately, 
two of the consigners had a significant number of lots to offer 


which, when combined with those unsold lots from the Winter ‘82 
auction, provides us with a total of 105 lots for your consideration. 


This is still far short of the projected 200 to 300 auction lots en- 
visioned. We still need a number of additional consigners for the 
Summer ‘83 auction to increase the selection available to the bid- 
ders. With the two listings that have been published, prospective 
consigners will be better able to see the areas that need additional 
cards. We encourage you to submit consignments and to do so at 
the earliest date possible. This will greatly streamline the prepara- 


tion of the auction and avoid the last minute effort that will other- 


wise result. All lots received prior to March 14th have been in- 
cluded in the Spring ’83 offering. Those received after this date 
will be held for presentation in the Summer ‘83 auction. 

Look over this new offering carefully; there are a number of 
fine cards presented for your consideration. Good Hunting!

A SIPEX MYSTERY FROM A 
DECADE AGO 


This letter came to me originally as a ‘Letter to the Editor’ 
but | elected to preempt it for use as the basis for an article. The 
letter has been excerpted but the main body of the text is quoted 
in the following. 


“Dear Robin... pages 2 and 3 of this letter are copies of sou- 
venir sheets or cards that | have at hand. They were purchased 
at a stamp show in New York (City? Ed.): The man that | pur- 
chased the cards from... . said that the cards were from the 
SIPEX show of 1966 and that they were stopped by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing and that the SIPEX Miner card was 
made. He also told me that he has read an article on said cards 
published in Linns Stamp News about 10 or 12 years ago... It 
is a set of six sheets, in three sizes and two colors (green and 
black) with gum on the back. Yours truly, Joseph J. Micieli (434).” 


To elaborate on the description of the stamps/cards/coupons/ 
seals (how to describe them?) the items were on card stock with 
an approximate half-inch border of white non-printed surface. 
The largest is the size of a postcard; the smallest, the size of a 
wallet photo. They are denominated ‘5,000’, ‘500’ and ‘200’ 
(no ‘dollar’ indicia on the two largest); George Washington is fea- 
tured on a central vignette. The largest has border printing on 
the vertical sides, on one side being ‘Engraved by Jos. R. Carpen- 
ter Philadelphia, Patent July 13th 1669’, and on the opposing 
side ‘Willcox’s Chameleon Paper, Patented May 16th 1871/ 
George T. Jones’ Patent March 22nd 1870’. (I realize that the 
date of ‘1669’ must be a mistake but the second and third digits 
of the date are definitely ‘sixes’ and with no hint of a crossover 
line to turn the first ‘six’ in to an ‘eight’.) They are all overprined 
“WASHINGTON ’ at the top, and ‘SIPEX 1966’ at the bottom. 


Can any reader provide further information about these items 
— or better yet, write an informative article on them? Jim Bruns 
(227), the former Washington correspondent for Linns has been 
requested to research comment about the fact that an article did 
appear a decade ago. |, personally, am waiting for whatever he can 
tell us, with the hope that they are well explained; further, | hope 
that Linns will let us reprint the article. 
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Illustrated here is the $5,000 SIPEX Souvenir sheet. Of Note, it 
is cancelled 5/19/66 in Washington, England, two days before 
SIPEX ‘66 opened.

SCHEDULED SOUVENIR CARD ISSUES FOR THE 
BUREAU OF ENGRAVING AND PRINTING 1983 


On 10 December 1982 the Bureau of Engraving (BEP) an- 
nounced that, in 1983, four souvenir cards would be issued. As 
| write this the F.U.N. convention of early January in Florida is 
past and the BEP card is available for purchase from the Bureau, 
in Washington. This was the first of the four cards they were to 
issue. 


Another card — philatelic in character — will be released on 
12 October. More about this card in a later issue of the Journal 
as | receive information about it. (And, hopefully, someone 
more conversant with the subject of the card will beat me to it.) 


The next card to be issued is of interest to all of you who col- 
lect philatelic cards; ‘of interest’ because the timing of the show 
(17, 18, 19 June 1983) puts it in to a nebulous time period. This 
issue of the Journal will be past tense, and the next issue will not 
yet be in the mails. The show is TEXANEX-TOPEX ‘83, it will 
be held here in San Antonio, and is sponsored by the San Anton- 
io Philatelic Association. For those who will want cards, and 
cancellations, please start thinking about how you are going to 
get them. This show puts me in a bind because, much as | want 
to go to it, | will be in Memphis that same weekend for the an- 
nual paper money show — almost a ‘coals to Newcastle’ situation. 
As my major interest is paper money and its relatives, then natu- 
rally | must go to where that show is being held. (Also, | hope 
to be an exhibitor there.) 


Curt Radford has told me of some of the problems that he 
has encountered in the past in attempting to acquire cards he 
wanted, so | know there will be frustration in the future for some 
of you who will be trying to get exactly what you want. There 
may be a partial solution but I'll ask that you handle it circum- 
spectly and not dog the system (in another way — don’t back 
your helper in to a corner because they may then want to do 
exactly nothing for you. Remember, we've got about 800+ mem- 
bers and we all want something different). 


Two months ago when | first learned about TEXANEX- 
TOPEX, | called my friendly local stamp shop to find out more 
and asked who | could call to get more information. They gave 
me the name of Mr. Richard Spies (350 Nassau Street, San An- 
tonio, TX 78213; (512) 349-7560); | called him and found him 
to be the SAPA coordinator with the local post office. Further, 
he is the person to direct your enquiries to, relative to obtaining 
the souvenir card (see, also, the flyer elsewhere in this edition of 
the Journal) being issued for the show. (Please don’t forget to 
send him a long SASE when you write.) 


Why, when | think of Wendell Wolka (and | do occasionally, 
really) do | also automatically think of Kurt Krueger (348); and 
vice versa? They both have alliterative names and both are mem- 
bers of other societies to which | belong, but why the connection? 

In a like vein, why is it that, whenever | subscribe to some off- 
the-wall collecting magazine, and turn to the classified section, 
do | find that Paul Jung (343) has got there first? Sometimes 
the compositor does not believe ‘JUNG’ and substitutes ‘JUNE’, 
but Paul must read every trade magazine or paper that is pub- 
lished in English. (No, don’t go looking for his ad — you'll find 
something about post office ephemera soon enough.) 


Then, on 25 February, Bob Joyce (549) called me. Bob is 
Exhibits Chairman for TEXANEX-TOPEX and he gave me a 
lot of updating information. Apart from the text, the card will, 
apparently, feature the 13 cent Texas flag stamp (Scott 1660) 
from the 1976 bicentennial flag sheet, and the 3 cent Texas Cen- 
tennial stamp (Scott 776). The FDC plaque to be used by the 
USPS will be a block of four 28 cent airmail stamps and will re- 
late to the forthcoming Olympic Games in Los Angeles; further, 
all four stamps on the block will honor women in various sports. 
Bob Joyce gave me permission to list his name, also, as being 
willing to assist with your card requests. (Again: The proverbial 
long SASE for his answer.) His address is ‘Post Office Box 
32944, San Antonio, TX 78216; (512) 494-0927’. 


If you have never been to San Antonio and can afford the 
time and money (we have one of the least expensive cities in the 
nation here), mid-June will be a fine time to come. In early 
March 1983 San Antonio was favored with ‘ALL-AMERICA 
CITY’ status — and deserves it. The weather should be glorious, 
though quite humid; excellent hotels and restaurants abound the 
San Antonio river (pathways on both sides to promenade, sight- 
seeing barges and pedal bikes on the river itself) winds through 
the downtown area and actully goes to the front door of the 
site of the show. TEXANEX-TOPEX ‘83 is to be held at the 
30,000 square feet ‘Henry B. Gonzales Convention Center’; Mr. 
Gonzales is a U.S. Congressman from this district. 


For those of you who are history buffs, there is the Missions 
Trail (linking four seventeenth century missions, and recently 
made a National Park) and a fifth mission — San Antonio de 
Valero — is a block from the river, in the middle of the city. 

For you who like to shop and are bargain-freaks, Mexico, with 
three peso devaluations in the past few months, is only 150 miles 
to the south and, with the peso down, the dollar goes a very 
long way. 


Incidentally, the Mission San Antonio de Valero may be known 
to some of you by another name — ‘The Alamo’. 





Being editor, | am finding, brings a lot of not-normally-re- 
ceived information, by way of the USPS. This information comes 
in the way of flyers (those quality mailing lists do get around) or 
by letter. Two came to me a couple of weeks ago — one a flyer 
and one a letter — and they seemed interesting.

Though 
neither of them have any bearing on souvenir cards they are well 
worth reading -- and, possibly, purchasing — should you have an 
interest in old checks or, more esoteric, cigar boxes. 

‘Old Bank Checks’, by Rodney Battles, relates history and 
values of checks from the Civil War period to, basically, the 1930's. 
illustrated. (Post Office Box 211, Euless, TX 76039). ‘Handbook 
of Cigar Boxes, by Tony Hyman, tells you — quite literally — 
more about cigar tins and boxes than you would ever think pos- 
sibly existed; illustrated. The author has handled more than 
50,000 tins and boxes in his collecting career and the scholarship 
shows. The book is almost ‘coffee table art’ and is truly an un- 
usual book. (Arnot Art Museum, Elmira, NY 14901.) 


THE TRUE “2nd PTG” OF THE 
WHO SOUVENIR CARD? ?

Souvenir Card Society members have always shown great inter- 
est in varieties of Souvenir Cards, and its for this reason that I’m 
devoting this article entirely to the identification of the first and 
second PTGs of the WHO Souvenir Card and its varieties. 

Till recently, the first and second PTGs were easily differentia- 
ted by the PERIOD after the word “‘world”’ in the text of the 
Souvenir Card and were cataloged as Nos. UN1 and UN1A.

In a booklet published by the UNPA and edited by Herb Con- 
way, entitled ‘25 years of Philatelic Highlights,’’ it was stated that 
the No. 1 and No. 1A WHO Souvenir Cards which are now identi- 
fied by the “Period” after the word “‘World” at the end of the 
card’s text, are indeed not 1st and 2nd Ptgs as both types appeared 
on the same multi-card plate used by the printer. 

We all know that UNPA ordered an additional 40,000 WHO 
Souvenir Cards from the printer, but till now nobody could dis- 
tinguish the 1st from the 2nd PTG. Our thanks to Stanley Roach 
for his article that speculates that the plate of the 2nd PTG. was 
retouched and that 20% of his WHO Souvenir Cards have the fol- 
lowing differences and that he believes them to be the true 2nd 
PTGs.

The SPMC destroys all their unsold cards at the end of the 
calendar year in which issued. A flyer, mailed by SPMC and sign- 
ed by Wendell Wolka, President, announces that, of 10,000 cards 
printed for the 1982 Memphis show, 5908 cards were sold. The 
remaining cards were then destroyed in early January 1983. As 
all unsold cards are destroyed, it follows that there are no cards 
from previous years available to collectors. As such, it is always 
best to acquire the card needed at point of issue, if possible.

UNITED STATES BUREAU ISSUES FOR 1983 


Flash to the SCJ... a proposal is being considered by Direc- 
tor Robert J. Leuver of the BEP to overprint the current souvenir 
card entitled ‘Capitol: East View’ (SCCS number 301) for the 
BEP participation at NAPEX 83 in June. The overprint would be 
in engraved lettering detailing BEP participation at NAPEX 83. 
An illustration of No. 301 appears in the summer 82 (page 15) of 
the SCJ. At the present time, the BEP has a very heavy printing 
schedule and, although they intend to be at the NAPEX show, 
they did not intend to produce a souvenir card. Using an exist- 
ing card would solve the Bureau’s scheduling problem and give 
the collectors in the D.C. area an official card to go with the 
Union card to be produced for this show. Collectors in the D.C. 
area are encouraged to write to the BEP to lobby for such a card. 
Collector interest at recent shows has been disappointing. Al- 


though mail sales for the ESPAMER 82 BEP souvenir card was sub-

BEP ISSUES: 


January 5, 1983 Florida United Numismatists 28th Conven- 
tion souvenir card issued at Orlando, Florida. The Vignette 
features the reverse of the $100 treasury or ‘“‘Coin’”’ note issued 
under legislation of July 14, 1890. The “‘Coin’”’ notes were issued 
in series 1890 and 1891 only. 

The BEP sells this card mint ($5.00) and First Day Washing- 
ton D.C. cancelled at $5.50. The cancel at the show was a stan- 
dard CDC USPS using red ink.

August 16, 1983 American Numismatic Annual Convention, 
San Diego, California, six day show, fancy show cancel available, 
design not announced.

The collecting press has recently taken a lot of notice of the 
appointment of a new Director for the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. This is how it should be because, as far as the hobbyist 
or collector is concerned, this position is possibly the most impor- 
tant in government when related to our needs, hopes and desires. 

Robert J. Leuver has been named to replace Harry R. Clements, 
who resigned to return to private industry in January. Mr. Leuver 
went to the Bureau in 1979 after five years with the Treasury 
Department. He is a native Chicagoan, has degrees from Loyola 
(of Los Angeles) and Catholic (of Washington, DC) Universities 
and, possibly as important, was a stamp collector in his younger 
days. ‘Was’ is the operative word because he may yet return to 
the hobby, although he has not done so at this time. 

Another new appointee, who did not garner as much publi- 
city, was Peter H. Daly, newly appointed to be Deputy Director 


of the Bureau. He is a long-time BEP employee who, going the 
opposite way to Mr. Leuver, went to the Treasury Department 
prior to returning to BEP. His job will require him to be respon- 
sible for day-to-day operation of the organization and all other 
senior personnel at the Bureau, including the three BEP Assist- 
ant Directors, will report to him. 

Part of Mr. Daly’s desires for the future are to refurbish the 
travelling road show — the billion dollar display and related items 
—by adding further documentation, illustration and taped com- 
mentary. He is also quoted as saying that he wants to increase 
the number of shows for BEP participation. 

With strong leadership at the Bureau, following that of Berry 
and Clements, we may hope for more ‘for our side’ for the 
future.

THE SOUVENIR CARD COLLECTORS SOCIETY is an organization consisting of souvenir card collectors 
and dealers. Dues for one year are $10 for collector members and $15 for dealer members. Oversea dues are
